Tlie Publio are our judges as to hmv 
religiously we liavo abstained fiom pro- 
nouncing an opinion nimn tlio moi-ils f)f 
what -will probably hmoaftoi' known as 
"Tlio Sulliviui riDniiciilo." I'ruiii J'u'at to 
last vro liavo confniLnl om'sclvi.'s to do- 
mandingtliat justice slinll tako its courno, 
being well content to leave it to the pro- 
perly constituted tribunals of the country 
to decide whetlier the homioidoiras jusli- 
fldblfl or not. Far otherwise, ho-wevor, 
Lis tlio organ of tlie local Government 
ftctnil. All through, it 1ms treated tbo act

Not oontani with t'lai, our ccntomporary, 
in a paragraph referring to the prelimin- 
ary invoKtigation, held on Saturday, in- 
fjrontially pronounces a verdict of acquit- 
tal in advance of the Court! Adding the 
oll'ouee of iu-oleuco to tl'.atofimprudonok', 
it proceeds dcliberatoly to charge this 
journal ■with publishing "nialicioiiH aud 
fraudulent utterances" "with a view to 
prejudicing tlio public mind." It would, 
indeed, bo dillicult to conceive anything 
more cheeky and abandoned than this. 
We are not going to allow ournolvos to kn 
led into the onor of oipres.siuganopinion 
upon the case, even by inuondo; but we 
oannofe zefrain from remarking that con- 
siderations of common decency ought to 
have suggested to our ooatemporary the 
propriety of imposing a ■discreet silenco 
upou itself, in viowof the evidence elicited 
on Saturday, oven as imperfectly relloct- 
od in its own columns. In concln.sion, 
we have to remark that to none would the 
acquittal of Mr. Bullivau afford more 
satisfaction than to the ijre.sont writer. But 
that acquittal, to bo worth anything at all, 
must bo at the hands of a competent 
Court of JuHtico,— not at those of a hired 
organ. The fsi)n/ dt; corps a( British in- 
stitutions must bo maintained even in 
this far off-land of our adoption. So long 
as the Union Jack iloat.s overua — and may 
iteverfloatl — the integrity of British Just- 
ice must be maintained.

The ball wont right through tho 
neck, They struck the shoulder within 
hulf-an-inoh of each other. 

IJy Jlr. Kobortson — There were marks 
on tlie skin and blood on the shirt. 1 on- 
ly saw one wounded man. Ho had not 
died when I left. If he is a strong man 
ho will get over it, and if he is not he 
will die.
